State and County Officials Agree 


on Bill for $ 100,OOO Highway 
From Dracut Line 


As a. result of a conference be- 


tween the county commissioners and 
the state highway commissioners in 
Boston yesterday. Indications are that 
the city of Lowell may soon have a 
fine 30-foot raid down Ffrst street 
from 
Bridgo street 
through 
Indian 


Orchard to the Drucut line, at a com- 
paratively, small cost, and be relieved 
of the cost of its maintenance for all 
time. 


The conference was brought about 


by County Commissioner Barlow who 
had the highway commissioners look- 
Ing over the ground 
recently, and 


Senator Marcliand, who last year, in- 
troduced a bill in the legislature for 
the building of the roafl, was also 
present. 
It will be recalled that last year 


Senator Marchand introduced a bill 
providing thai 
the 
road 
shall 
be 


constructed 
by 
thn 
state 
highway 


commission 
and 
maintained 
as 
a 


slate 
highway. The 
March.inrl 
bill 


was defeated but a substitute resolve 
called upon the state highway com- 
mission to look into the matter and 
report what it woud advise to the 
legislature of 1916. 


A few weeks ago upon invitation 


of County Commissioner Barlow and 
Senator Marchaml) the state highway 
commissioners came to Lowell and 
looked 
over the roadway. 
At that 


tlmn Col. Sohier. chairman of the 
Ktatc highway commission, explained 
that 
the 
state 
highway 
commis- 


sion does not care to spend any mon- 
ey on streets or roadways within the 
limits of any cily. If possible. He 
stated that the highway commission 
had an agreement with the city of 
Boston not to do so. The cily of 
Boston alone pays 33 1-3 of the state 
tax and attends to its own roads, 
'without calling upon the state for 
any money for this purpose. There- 
fore, its authorities maintain that no 
other city should receive assistance 
from the state.

Kohier stated that the highway com- 


, niissioners 
having 
looked 
carefully 


into the matter were inclined to as- 
sist the city and county commission- 
ers In tho matter. 


The highway commission suggests 


that a 30-foot road he constructed 
from Bridge street to the Dracut line 
with a 12 foot sidewalk 
on either 


side, al. a cost of from $50.000 to 
S100.000. of which the city will pay 
three-eighths:

eishthF and the slate !S per rent. 


* When constructed the road will be- 


come a state highway and will ever 
afterward be maintained r>y the state. 


Both County Commissioner Barlow 


and Senator Marchand 
believe that 


such 'a proposition 
will ir^eet with 


favor in Lowell. If the road costs 
5100,000, the city's share of the ex- 
pense 
will he 
$37,500. . That 
may 


sound large on first thought butwhen 
one considers lliat this road Is ono 
mile long, or very nearly one mile 
long. 30 feet wide and with 12 feet 
sidewalks, the cost is not great, com- 
pared with the cost of 
our 
city 


ssrects. and [hen it must alscfl be tak- 
en into consideration that the future 
upkeep or maintenance, of the road- 
way will not cost the city one dollar. 


It is understood that such a bill 


will be introduced with the highway

PLANT AT CARNEY'S POINT, 


N. J., DAMAGED TODAY 


Yesterday's Explosion in Wilmington 


Plant Which Caused Death of 31 
Workmen^ Came After Warning to 
German Employes to Quit—Notices 
Referred to Lusitania Tragedy 


WIL.HINT.TOX Del., Dec. 1.—There 


v/as a small explosion of smokeless 
powder early today at the 
du 
Pont 


powder plant at Carney's .Point, Nr. J., 
across the Delaware river from 
this 


city. 
Xo one was hurt and the prop- 


erty damage was slight, company offi- 
cials say. 
These officials said .the ex- 


plosion was what is called a "dare up" 
in a blending mill. These, it was ex- 
plained, are of frequent occurrence and 
could be ascribed to different causes. 


Thero have 
been no 
more deaths 


among the five Injured in tho Hagley 
explosion of yesterday. 
It is feared, 


however, that several of them \ijll die. 
!>otiis Booker, who died in a hospital 
last night, making the death list 30, 
left a wife and eight children. 


No statement was forthcoming from 


the company today UK to the possible 
cause of 
yesterday's 
disaster 
The 


cause may never bo known as all the 
men who were near.the.packing.house 
when It blew up are dead and the In- 
jured apparently have no knowledge 
of the origin of the blast. 


Deputy Coroner Nichols today took 


charge of such parts of the bodies of 
the victims as could be gathered.

er he wilV summon "a jury and a for- 
mal Inquest will be held. 


Difliculty was experienced in making 


an authentic list of the dead, because 
many of the men were known by num- 
ber only and some had come to Wil- 
mington to work only, recently.

SEARCHING IXVE5THJATIOX 


•WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 1—Although 


a searching investigation Into the cause 
of the disaster was started by officials 
of the du Pont Powder Co. immediate- 


ly after tlio explosion which caused the i 
death of oO workmen and the serious 
injury of five others In the company s 
Upper Hagloy yards yesterday, noth- 
ing: of a tangible nature hail licen dis- 
covered up to an early hour today.

Xot one of the 20 men who

sibility ever being placed and company 
officials, while declaring that nothing 
would be left undone to determine the 
cause of the explosion, stated that they 
were without a thread on -which to 
base their hopes that Its origin ever 
will be ascertained.

Charles I?. Landis. an official ot the 


du Pont Co.. gave out a statement to- 
day in which ho .said that every pre- 
caution had been taken to protect the 
du Pont plants and that these precau- 
tions hart been redoubled with the re- 
ceipts ot war orders. 
"Our policing 


system," he added, "is tinder the di- 
rection of JlaJ. Richard Sylvester, for- 
mer chief of police ot Washington and 
he Is in charge of the company's secret 
service. 


"The whole thing is an absolute mys- 


tery. 
Not a man is living who was 


in or even near the packing house when 
the accident occurred and we seem to 
be without tho means of even starting 
an investigation." 
German Warning™ to Employs 


Reports that notices had been found 


nailed to trees and fpncos, leading- to 
Hie du Tout plants at.

Axles may be divided roughly into 


two classes, dead and live axles. 
All 


horse drawn vehicles are equipped with 
dead axles, thut Is, the axles do not re- 
volve with the wheels, hut aro fixed, 
usually 
being bolted directly to the 


springs or body, preventing rotation. 


Suppose, however, that the Kprln.^s 


be bolted In a steel tube or pipe instead 
of the dearl axle as before. 
Then, if 


the round axle be run through this pipe 
and fastened to the wheel at the end, 
so that the wheel and axle must re- 
volve together. It is called a live axlc* 
because H turns with the wheel. 
The 


tube or pipe in whicli it revolves. Is 
known as tho housing. 


Then, If bull bearings be placed In- 


side the housing, so that the axle turns 
on the bearings. It Is said to be tho 
floating type because the axle floats in 
the housing. 
The- wheel Is mounted on 


an outside ball bearing at the" end of 
the housing, fco that It may revolve 
freely, and is fastened oti the outer 
side to the axle by moans of the hub 
plate. 


The entire weight on the wheel is 


carried by Ihe housing and not by the 
axle. The end thrust, as when the car 
is roundlr.s a corner, is borne by the

ABOUT AUTO TERMS 


Not every motorist thoroughly un- 


derstands what Is meant by the terms 
"semi-floating" and "(ull floating" as 
applied to rear axle construction, states 
A. I". S.ackley of the Eackley Motor Car 
Co. 


Axles may be divided roughly into 


two classes, dead and live axles. 
All 


horse drawn vehicles are equipped with 
dead axles, 'that is, the axles do not re- 
volve with the wheels, but are fixed, 
usually 
being bolted directly to the 


springs or body, preventing rotation. 


Suppose, however, that the springs 


be (jolted to a steel tube or pipe Instead 
ot the dead axle as before. 
Then, If 


the round axle be run through this pipe 
and fastened to the wheel »t the end, 
so that the wheel and axle must re- 
volvjs together, it is called a. live axle 
because It turns with the wheel. The 
tube or pipe in which It revolves. Is 
known aa the housing. 


Then. If ball bearings be placed In- 


side the homing, so that the axle turn 
on the bearings, it is said to be the 
floating type because the axle floats in 
the housing. The wheel IB mounted on 
an outside ball bearing at the end of 
the housing, so that It may revolve 
trecly, and is fastened on the outer 
side to the axle by means of the hub 
plate. 


The entire weight on the wheel is 


carried by the housing and not by the 
axle. The end thrust, as when the car 
|s rounding a corner, is borne .by the 
axle. This Ii "semi-floating" construc- 
tion. With this type the wheel must 
usually be taken oft in order to get the 
axle out. 


The wheel on th» "full-floating" type 


la mounted on the housing so that II 
not only rolls around on ball bearings 
but also absorbs all end thrust on bal 
bearings, known u thrust bearings.
